Now then'if the verie 
threarnings oughtroſerue for ſuch goodwſe, ſhall 
not the execution and performance of them ſerue 
much more? to wit, when the' tempeſt of Gods 
wrath is not only denounced, butalfothrowndown 
effeQually vpon the heads of the mightie ones of 
the wotld, when they: are diſobedient and rebelli- 
ouszgainſt God, And hereupon the Propher faith, 
That when Gods judgements are opon earth, then the 
Inhabitants learne juſtice. . And doubtleſle itis moſt 
true, that cucry one ought to reap profit to himſelfe 
by ſich examples,as wcllthem which are preſented 
_ daily totheir view by experience, as them which 
.haue bin done intimes paſt,and are by benefit of hi- 
ſtorie preſerued from oblinion. And in this regard 
hiſtorie:isaccounted averie neceffatic and profita- 
ble thing; for that in recalling to minde the truth of 
thipgs paſt, which otherwiſe would be buried is fi- 
lence,it ſetteth before vs ſich effets(as warnings 8: 
admonitions touching rue and-euillzand layeth

antient Philoſophers, The record andregiſter of Time, 
thelight of Truth,andthe miſtreſſe and looking-glaſſe 
of mans life - inſomuch as vnder the perſon of ano- 
ther man it teacheth and inſtruReth all thoſe that 
applie their minds vnto it,to gouerne &cary them 
ſclues vertuouſly and honeftly in this life, ' Where 
fore they deſerue grear praiſe and conmentnio 
that haue taken paines to inrolle and put in writing 
the memorable ads. and occurrents of their times, 
co communicate the ſame to their poſteritie : for 
there the high and wonderfull workes of God: doe 
moſt clecrely , and as it were tothe view, preſent 
rhemſelues,as his juſticeand prouidence:: whereby 
albcithe guideth and direReth eſpecially his own, 
to wit, thoſe that in a ſpeciall and fingular manner 
worſhip and truſt in him (as by the ſacred hiſtories, 
touching the ſtate and gouernment of the anticnt 
and primitiue- Church, it may appeare)yet he cea- 
ceth not for all that to ſtretch the arme of his pow- 
er ouer all, and to handle and rulethe prophanc and 
vabclecuing ones at his pleaſure ; for-he hath a. ſo- 
ueraigne empire and predominance: oner all: the 
world, And vato him belongeththe direQtion and 
principall conduRt of humane matrers;, inſuch ſorr 
that nothing in the world commeth.ra paſſe by | 
chance or aduenture; but onely and alwaies by the 
preſcription of bis will ; according to the which he 
ordcreth and, diſpoſeth by a ſtraitand direQ-tmwori: 
on,as well the generall as the partieular,andthatafs 
tera ſtrange and admirable order, - And thisa'man 
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The Preface: 
may perceiue, ifhe would but marke and confider 
the whole bodie, buteſpecially the end and iffuc of 
things: wherein the great and meruailous vertues 
of God,as his bounty, juſtice, and power, doe moſt 
cleerly ſhine , when heexaltcthand fauoreth ſome, 
and debaſethand frowneth vpon others , bleſſerh 
and proſpereth whom he pleaſe, and on the contra.

And herein is he glorified by the exe- 
cutian of his moſt juft and. righteous judgements, 
whenthe wicked,after the long abaſe of his lenitie, 
benignitic, and patience, doe receine the wages and 
reward of their iniquities. Inthis (I ſay once again) 
ſhineth out the wonderfull and incomprehenfible 
wiſedome of God, when bythe duc orderirig of 
things ſo different andſo many,he commeth ſtill ro 
one and the ſame marke which he once preſcribed, 
to wit, the puniſhment of the world according to 
their demerirs. Andthis ſame is moſt manifeſt and 
apparant cuen in the hiſtories of prophane Writers, 
albeir in\their' purpoſe' it 'was neuer intended nor 
thought'vpon, nor yet regardedalmoſt of any thar 
read theſame , men contenting themſclues for the 
moſt part with the fimple recitalofthe ſtory,there- 
ito rake pleaſure and paſſe away rime;without re- 
ſpe&ing any further matter : Notwithſtanding the 
rrue-and'principall vie' of their writings onghtto 
be; diligently/ro marke the an 
ng ence 
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dence and of his juſtice, whereby to learnego cop- 
eaine our ſelues withinthe bounds afmadeſiie and 
the feare of God 3 feeing that they which. hae Car- 
ried themſclues any thing vprightly inequity, tem- 
perance,and other naturall vertues , bave beene in - 
| ſome ſort ſpared , andthe reft (bearing the puniſh- 
ment oftheir iniquities)-haue fallen into. ruine and 


. This conſideration ought to perſuade euery ml 
ro turnie from euill, and te follow that which is 
good, ſeeing thatthe Lord fheweth himfelfe ſo-in- 
cenſedagainftal) them which lead awicked, dam- 
nable, and peruerſe life. Andthis isthe cauſe why 
I, hauing notedthe greatand horrible puniſhments 
wherewith the Lord inmoſtrighteous judgement 
hath ſcourged the world for'finneaccording tothar 
which is contained as well inſacred as prophanehis 
ſtories ; hauing gathered them together, and ſorted 
them one after-another intheir ſeucrall rooms; ac- 
cotding to the dinerfitie of the 'affenccs;;and order 
and courſe of time, which as:cecreas IcopledL en- 
deauoured tofollow, tothe endto'ly downe,as-it 
were in one table, andvnderoneaſpet,thegreatand = 
featefulljudgements'of God ypon them that; have 
rebelled or repugned his holy will. AndYiis Ldoe 
not with purpoſe to comprehend them all (forthar 
were not only diffical, bat impoſſible); buttolay 
open the moſt notable and-remarkeable, ones thac 
came to'my knowledge, w the end that che moſt 
wicked, diffolure; and difordered ſinners, that with 
looſe reines runne fiercely after theirluſtifthe ma- 
nifeft tokens of Gods ſcucritic «am =

their- eyes do not touch them, yet the cloud and 
multitude of examples, through the fightof the in- 
cuitable atger and vengeance of God vpon cuill li- - 
vers, might terrific and ſomewhar curbe them, Per- | 
' jurers, [dolaters, Blaſphemers, and other ſuch wic- 
ked and prophane wretches, with murderers, whore- 
mongers, adulterers, rauiſhers,and tyrans, ſhall here 
'$ by the miſchief thar hath fallen vpontheir likes, 
at which hangeth before their eyes, and is readie 
tolay hold of themalſo, For albeit fora time they 
fleepe intheir finnes and blindeneſle, delighting in 
their pleaſures;and taking ſportin crueltics and cuil 
deeds, yet they draw after them the line wherwith 
(being more enſhared thanthey were-aware) they 
are taken and drawne to their finall deſtruRion. 
And this may teach and aduertiſe both thoſe 
that are not yer obſtinate in their finnes, to bring 
themſclues to ſome: amendment ; and thoſe that 
feare God alreadie, to ſtrengthen and encourage 
them'in the” purſuit and continuance in their good 
courſe. For if God ſhew himſelfe ſo ſeuerca reuen-

and malicious, Againe,whereas ſo much cuill, and 
ſo many fins haue _ and ſwayed ſolong time, 
and do yet reigneand ſway vpon the earth, we may 
behold the huge corruptionand peruerfitic ofman- 
kind, and the rotrenfruits of that worme-catenroot, 
Original ſin : when we arc notdireced nor guided 
by the holy Spirit of God, but left vnto our owne 
nature. And hereby true faithfull Chriſtians may 
taktFccafion fo much the more toacknowledgethe 
great mercie & ſingular fauorof God toward them, 
in that they being receiued to mercie, arerenewed 
toa better conerſation of life than others.

2a C3} N this poore and miſerable eftate enery 
Gy man rocketh himſclfe aſleepe, and flatre- 
BP reth his ownehunor,cucric man purſueck 
his accuſtomed courſe of life, with an ob- 
2 ſtinate minde to doe cuill: yea many of 
choſerhat haue power and authoritie ouer 
others, according as they arc endued and 
Ar N/A | perſuaded wich a fooliſh conceir of chem- 
ſelues, make themſclues belecue, that for them euery thing is law- 
full, and that they may do whatſoeuer they pleaſe ; neuer imagy- 
ning, that they fhall giue vp an account of their a&tions, to rece1ue 
any chattiſcinent or corre&ion for themzeuen as h there were - 
no God at all thatdid bcheld them. And being thus abuſed by this 
vaine and fickle ſecuritic, they ſwim in their fins, and plunge them- 
ſclucs ouer head and earcsin all kind of ſenſualicie ; giuing heartie 
welcome and entertainment to all chat approueand applaud their 
manners,and that ftudie to feed and pleaſe their humor. Ascontra- 
riwiſc none lefle welcome vnto them, than they that tell: chem: 6f 
their faults, & contradi them neuer ſo lictle ; for they cannot abide 
any caſc to be reproued,whatſoeuer they do. And now adays cue- 
xy baſe companion will forſooth ſtorme and fume as ſoon, it he be ; 
xcproued of afault, as if he had rectiued the greateſt wrong;in the 4 
"world : ſo much js eucric man pleaſed withhimſclfcand puffed vp- "= 
with his owne vices and fooliſh vanities, And whatſhould aman "x 
dointhiscaſc?

there where the bankeor cauſey is broken downe: if it be not by 
applying exrreme and deſperate medicines,as ro deſperate diſeaſes, 


alight purgation will doe no good. For as for admonitions and 
warnings, they arenot a whit regarded : but they chat gue chem, 
arederidcd or laughed to ſcorne, or remled for their labors. What 
muſt we therefore do ? it is hecelfarie tha we atlay by all means to 
bring theſemen (i it be poſſible) tro fome modeſtic and feare of 
God ; which if ir cannot be done by willing and gen:ſe meanes, 
force and violence muſt be vſed to plucke chem our of the fire of 
Gods wrarh, to the end they be not conſumed: if nor ar all, yer at 
leaſt thoſe that are not growne to that herght of ftubbornetle, and 
of whomthere is yet lett fome hope of amendment. For cuen as 
when a Oo hath not preuailed by ſummoning acitieto yeeld 
vp it ſclte, he by and by placeth his cannon againſt their walls ,'to

he was alone without companie, or deſtitute o _—_ or not. well 
looked to and regarded : and thus they paſle ouer the matter, Bug 
as concerning great men, when they areany way afflicted, noſuch . 
prerencesor excuſes can be alledged; ſceing they wane neither Ser- 
uants to attend vpon them, nor any other meancsof helpe to ſuc- 
cour them: theretore when theſe men are ouertaken and ſurpriſed 
with any great cuill , which by no meanes they can eſchew , and 
when their bold and wicked enterpriſes are purſued and concluded 
with ftrangeand lamentablecuents, in this we muſt acknowledge 
aneſpecial hand of God, who can intangle & pull down the prou- 


rethto meddlewithal.Theſe proud gallants are they againft whom 
God diſplaieth his banner of power more openly, than againſt 
meaner and baſcr perſons: becauſe theſe poore ſoules finde often- 
times totheir paines, that they are puniſhed without cauſe, and cor- 
mented and vexed by thoſe tyrants, not hauing committed any of- 
fence at all, te deſeruce it : wheras (as Philip ( omine ſaith)who dare 
be ſoboldas tocontroll or reprehend a King and his fauorits,or to 
make cnquirie of his miſdeeds: or hauing made inquilition 'of 
them, who dare preſumeto enformethe Iudge thereof? Who dare 
ſtand vp roaccule them ? who, dare fic downeto judgethem ? Nay 
whodare take knowledge of them ? and laftly, Who dareaffay to- 
niſh them ? Seeing then in chis caſe , that our worldly juſtice; 
Fath her hands bound behinde her from executing that which is W- 
right ; it muſt needs bethat the ſoveraigne Monarch of heauen and 
earth ſhould mount vp into his Throne of Iudgement, and from 
thence giue his definitive vachangeable fentence,ro deliuer yp the 
meft guilty and hainows ſinners ro thoſe pains and torments which

SAFA Ow tothe end that noman ſhould pretend ig- 
[SGI norancefor an excuſe, God hath beſtowed 4 
TA on cuerie one 2 certaine knowledge and judge» 
FJ ment of god and euill, which being as 
SJ engranenin the tables of mans heart , is com- 
| 4 monly called the Law ef Nature: whereby cue- 
| rie mans owne conſcience giuerh ſufficient te- 
ftimonie vnco it ſelfe, when in his moſt ſecret thoughts it either 


accuſcth or excuſcth him: for there is not a man liuing,which doth 
. nor know in his owne heart, that he doth ancuill deed when hee 


wrongeth another, alchough hee had neuer beene inftruced e)ſe- 
wherein thatpoint. ranges be that in T arquinize ſuper bus time 


( C*cero ſaith) there was no written Law cftabliſhed in Rome, for- . 
| bidding the rauiſhing and deflouring ofwiues and virgins, yer-the 


wicked ſonne of this Tarquine was not therefore lefſe guiltie of an 


hainous crime, when contrarieto the Law of Nature hee violently - 


robbed Lucrece of her chaſtitie; for no man can be ignorant , that 
it is a moſt gricueuscrime to lay fiegero thechafticic of a married 
woman, with ſuch outrage : and ſo the whole people of Rome did 
cſtecme of it, as a crime moſt wicked, ſtrange, and incollerable,and 
worthie of gricuous puniſhment. Euerje man knoweth thus much, 
that he ought not todothatto another , which he would not ano- 
ther ſhould do to him : which ſentencethe Emperor Sewer made 


alwaies to be ſpoken aloud, and declared by the ſound of thetrum- 


pet, inthe way of aduertiſement, as often as puniſhment was taken 
vpon any offendor , as if it were a general Law pertaining to all 
men, Thus isthatequiticand juſtice which oughe to be ingraffed 
1g our hearts, and ——_ nature her ſclfe is the ſchoolemiſtreſle; 
from this founcaineall humane and ciuill Lawes arederiued 3 if we 
had not rather ſay that they are deriued fromthat true ſpring of e- 
quitze, which isin the Law of God, which Law he hath giuen fora:

and reaſonable things, touching the ſeruice, honour, and glerie 
which is due vnto himſelfe, and the rnutual durie, friendſhip, and 


. good will, which men owe one to another: whereunto he exhor- 


teth andenciceth euery one by faire and gracious promiſes, and for- 
biddeth the contrarie by great and terrible threatenings (ſo gentle 
and mercifull his he cowards vs, and def*rous of our good.) This is 
that Law which was publiſhed before the face of morechan (ix hun- 
dred thouſand perſons, with the mightieand reſounding noyſe of 
Trumpet, with carchquake, fire, and ſmoake, and with thunders 
and lighrenings, to make men more atcentiveto heare z and more 
prepared to receiue it with all humilitie, feare,and reuerence,and al- 
ſo to putthemin minde,that if they were diſobedienc and rebelli- 
ous, he wanted no power and abilicie ro puniſh them ; for he hath 
lightening, thunder, and fire, prepared inſtruments to execute his 
juft vengenance, which no creature vnder heauen is ablero auoid, 
when by the obſtinat tranſgreſſion of wicked men he is prouoked 
to mows indignation againſt them. This is that holy law which 
hath bin ſer forth by the Prophets ; by the rule whereof , all cheir 
warnings, exhorcings, and reprouings haue been ſquared. To this 
Law, the onely begotten ſonne of God, our Sauiour and Redeemer 
Teſus Chriſt, conformed his moſt holy doarine; bringing men to 
the true vic & obſeruation thereof, from which they had declined, 
and whereofhe is theend, the ſcope, and perfect accompliſhment: 
ſo that ſo far it isthat a Chriſtian man may be ignorant of it, and 
haueit in contempr, that none can be counted and reputed a true 


. Chriſtian, if he framevort his life by the rulethereof ; if not fully, 


yecart leaſt as far forth as he is able : otherwiſe, whata ſhame and re- 
proch is it for men tocal themiſclues by the name of Gods children, 
Chriſtians, and Catholiques, and yet to do cuery thing clean con- 

trarie tothe will of God, to makeno reckoning of his rcp lead 
adiſſoluteand diſordered life, and to be aseuill, if not worſe than 
the vileſt miſcreantsand Infidels in the world ? God willeth and 
requircth that he alone ſhould be worſhipped and prayed vnto z 
and yet the greater part of the world are Idlideecre , andfull of ſu- 
perſtition, worſhip Images, ftickes, and ſtones, and pray to crea- 
cures, mn ſtead of the Creator, God forbiddeth vs to {weare by his 
RMS 11 Vaine: and yer What 35 more rite than that ? ſo that a man = 


Gods Indetrwtnts, 
can heare nothing elſe but oathes and blaſphemies. Many for the 
leaſt crifle in the world ſticke not to ſweare and forſweare them- 
ſclues. God forbiddeth theft, murther, adulterie, and falſe wirnelle 
bearing, and yer nothing ſo common as backbicings, ſlanders,for- 
geries,talſereports, whoredomes,couſcnings, robberies, extortions, 


and all manner of enuies and enmities. God hath commanded, 


thac we loue our neighbours as our ſelues ; but we in ſtead of ſou, 
hace, deſpiſe, and ſecke ro procure the hurt and danumage of one 
another, nor regarding any thing bur our owne peculiar profit and 
aduantage. Isnor chisa manifeſt and profeſt diſobedience, and in- 
tollerable rebellion againft our Maker ? Whar child 1s there that is 
not bound to honuur and reuerence hisfather ? What ſernant, that 
3s not bound to obey his maſter,and to do all thathe fhal wilt him 2 
Wharſubje&, that 1s not tied in ſubjeftion to his Prince and ſoue- 
raigne ? Yet there is not onewhich wil not confeſſe,yea and fweare 
too with his mouth, That God is his Lord and Father. Which if it 
betrue, whiat is chenthe cauſe that in ſtead of ſeruing and pleafing 
him, chey donothing ele bur difplecaſe and offend his Majeſtic ? 
Is not this the way to provoke his wrath, and ſtir vp his indignati- 
on againſt chem ? Is it any meruaile if he be incenſed with anger,, 
if he be arined with revenge, and ſendabroad his cruel ſcourges vp- 
on theearch , to ſtrike and whip it withall ? Isirany wonder, if 
he pile vp the wicked ones on heapes, and ſhoot our his reuengeſul 
arrowes againſt them, and make them drunken with their ewne 
bloud, and makehis ſword of Iuſticeas ſharpeas araſor, topuniſh

waslawfull for him to make ſucha niarriageor no ? to whom they 
anſwered freely, That there was no preſcripe law which did allow 
of it: yer (chatthey might ſooth him Mr tearing to incurre his diſe 
pleaſure) they ſaid furrher, thatthough chere was no law to com- 
mand ic, yer ſuch a mightie King ashe,mightdoe whar he pleaſed. + 
Plutarc, — In like maner thetrencher Phyloſopher Araxarchm, after that he 
| had cold Alexander the Great with a loud voice,that he oughraoc 
to feare thepenaltie of any law, nor the reproch-nor blame of any 
man, becauſe it belonged onely to his office to create lawes for all 
otherto Ry preſcribe the limicsof lawfull and lawkile 
things ; and that it became him,being a conquerour, torule like a 
lord and a maſter,and notto obey any vaine conceit of law what- |. 
ſocuer ;andthat what thing foeuer che King did, the ſame was'ſa- _ 
cred, juſt, and lawfull, withour' exception: And by this meancs 
made his proceedings farre moredilſohute and outragious in many 
things than euer they were before. Dion inthe Epitome of Xiphi«- 
line reportech, how the Emperors weve woont to vſurpethis priut-/ 
ledge, to beexciupred from all law,that they might nor be tycd to. 
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Gods Tadgements, - 
iny neceſſicie of doing or leauing yndone any thing, and how in 
_ nocaſe they would endrire to be ſubjeR ro any written ordinat 
ces: the which thing is manifeſt euen in the behauionr of the chie- 
feſt of them, as well in regard ofcheir life and manners, as of the 
goucrnment that they vſed 1n their Commenwealths, For firſt of 
all, Auguſtus Ceſar hauing kept in his ownehand the office of the 
Trinmsuir ten yeares (as Suctonixa teſtifierh) hee: alſo vſurpedthe 
Tribunes office and authority and that cill his dying day : andlike- 
wiſe tooke vpon him the Cenſorſhip ;namely, the office of cor- 
recting and gouerning manners and lawes, if neede required: 
whoſe ſucceſſors (a man may truly ſay for themoſt part) trampled 
ynder their feet all ſincere and ſacred lawes, by their notorious' in- 
cemperance,diſolntenelle, and crueltics. And yetfor all this chere 
wanted not a paraſiticall Lawyer, whe to pleaſerhe Emper 
lord and maſter the-better,andto vnderprop , and as it were ſeele 
ouer with a faire ſhew that tyrannicall gouernment vfed by other 
Emperours;foiſted in this'as a law amongſt the reſt, Princeps legi- 
bus ſolnties eff; That the Prince was exempted fromal law. As tor 
chat which they alledge out of Ari#etlesPolitiques, it maketh no

This isthe indig- 
nation that fighted vpon Pharao King, of Xgypr, as wee read in 
thebooke of God: who becing one of the moſt puillant Kings xxo.z;

wonderfull power on , by the meanes of horrible pl and 
ſcourges which hee caſt vpon him, andbydeſtroyn ith 
aelhis armies at the length, as his rebellion well deſerued: For 
hee like a cruell Tyran continuingto opprelle thechildrenof If- 
racl , without giuing then any releaſe or breathing time from 
their nuſerie, or libertie to ſcrue God, although by 4Loſes inthe 
name and authoritic of God ({ who made himſelte well 
knowne vato him, without the =_ of any. writtenlaw) hee 
was many times inſtantly vrged ueſted thereunto + ſe - 
many judgements and punt s allayled. him one in the 
necke of the other ; in ſuch ſort, thatat length hee was onertaken 
andenſnared therewith. Firſt of all, the verie waters of 
þecing conuerted into bloud , proclaimed warre againſt him : - 
then the frogges which couered the face of the Jn. climbed 
eucn tohis chamber and bed , and filling euerie corner of his — 
land, ſounded him an alarme : nexta muſter of liceand gn

Afterall cheſe bitter blowes, the Tyrant being cut ſhort} and be

would he' not be brought to any reaſon, but continued obftinate 
and hardened againſt God, —_— all cheelements, with heauen 
and earth, had taken armour cogether, and conſpired his deſtru« 
ion. Therefore while hee remained in this wrerched ftate,Gody 
Angellpuniſhed him in the per:on of his eldeſt ſonne , which 
dicd ſuddenly in one night , together with all chefirft borne of - 
MXgypt ; wherewithall both hee and all his people being great- 
ly mooucd and grieued, at length gaue the Iſraclites nor one- 
ly leaue, but alfo hafted them to depart : bur anon, as heſaw 
going , like a man beftraught hee ranne after rhemagaine, 
and pur wed chem witha mightie armue, vntill God in the meane 
while opening a pallage for his children ouerthwart the deepe 
Red ſea, attended him in the mid way , where hee ſurpriſed 
and enſnaired him , ouerthrew and violently oucrturned the 
wheelcs of his Chariots, and pur his whole Arnuc to a hur- 
ley burley : and that hee might vrterly deſtroy him , cauſed 
the. ſea from each fide to returne to his Channell, which drow- 
ned and deuoured him and all his Armie, And this is one of 
the nobleſt and fearefulleſt judgements of God that can be men- 
tioned, and therefore is verie often recounted in many places 
of rhe Scripeure, as a thing moſt memorable aboue ochers. Nei- 
ther ought wee to meruaile , if ſo notable a-Hiftorie as this is 
not ſer among the writings of prophane Authors : for 
that bc{ides their Hiſtories do not ordinarily ftretch ſo far,as tore 
cord ſuchantient as, there is alſo no doubt bur the ſucceflors 


- of that Tyrant, and all the Zgyptians, ſought all meanspoſ- 


ſible ro cancell and blot out the memorie of their ſo greatand 
horrible ruine. And if by chance any Hiftoriographer make |. 


mention of thed of the Iſraclitesour of Egypr,it is done | 
inſuch ſort, that the truth is not only diſgniſcd,, but wholly per- 
uerted by them, and in place dank noting bur lics and falſe=?

Like as Pharaoh by his vniuft and outragious perſecuri 


thechildren of God, made himſelfe ſo guiltic of Gods wrath,.

uerlaborcd cither to hurt, hinder, or refift them, did nolefle in- 
cure Gods diſpleaſure and fierce wrath againft them, where.

Abour ten yeares af- 
ter,deceiuing the poore people with faire and ſmooth words,co- 
uers of moſt vile and wretched treaſon, whileſt they immagined 
no miſchicfe, heſer ypon them in ſuch cruell ſort, that the lolle 
and deſolation which they endured at that time was ineſtima- 
ble: for beſides the deſtruction of Ieruſalem their Citie , the 


ſlaughter of infinite multirudes of their people, and the captiui- 


tieof women and infants zas if all theſe were not cuough, there 
was yetanother miſcrie to make vp the full ſunnne, worſe than 


all the reſt: which wasthis ; The curſed Tyran ſeeing his pur- 


poſe not to take the full cffe&, commanded euery where, That 
allhisſubje&s (I meanethe Tewes) ſhould forſake and abjurerhe 


Law of God, and be vnited into one Religion with the Infidels. - 


By means of which Edi the __ of God was defaced,the

cepts , and ſet before his face the example of his owne zcale, 
in purging the Church of God from all -Idolatric and ſuper- 
ſcion, and maintaining the true and pure ſcruice of God ; yet 
did he ſo foulely runne aſtray fromhis fachers ſteps, thar ally- 
ing himſclfe by che marriage of Arha/ia, to the Houſe of eL- 
chab,hebecame not only himſctfelike vntothe Kings of 1ſrae} 
in their filthic idolatrie, bucalſo drew his people after him,cau-. 
ſing the Inhabitants of Teruſalem, and men of Tuda, to runne 
a whoring after his ſtrange gods : for which cauſe E/ias the 
Prophet moſt ſharpely reprooued him by Lectcers ; the concents 
whereof in ſunme was this: That becauſe he rebelled againft 
che Lord God of his 'Fathers, therefore the people that were 
in his ſubjcRien ſhould rebell againſt him. Preſently the 
Arabians.and Philiſtims roſe vp againſt him , waſted his: 
Countrey, robbed him of his treaſures, tooke away his wiues, 
and' put all his children to the ſword, except little Ochoz4d 
his youngeſt ſonne that was preſerued : And after all. theſe 
miſeries , the Lord ſmote him with ſo outragious and vneuy” 
rable a difcaſe in his bowels, that after two yeares to F 
he died thereof, his guts being fallen out of hi teltic mil 
y alſo King of the ſame Countrey , was one to who 
God had becne many wayes beneficial from his infancie; for 
he was cuen then miraculouſly preſerued from the bloudic hat : 
of Athalia, and after brought vp in the houſe of God, vader. 
the tuition of that good Pricſt Jehoiada : yer he was no. {gone | 
lifted vp into his royal dignitie, but by and by he and his pes:

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- timewhen hehad taken vpon him the repaire of the Houſe of 
God, Bur allthis came to palle after the deceaſe of that good 
Pricſthis Tutor, whoſe good deeds towards him in ſauing his 
life, and givinghim the Crowne, he moſt vathanktully recom- 
penced, by purting to death his ſonne Zacharias ; whom hee 
cauſed (for reprouing and threatening his Idolatrie in a pub- 
lique aflemblie, incicedthereto by the Spirit of God) to be fto- 
ned to death in the porch of the Temple, Bur ſeeing hee 
did ſorcbelliouſly fer himſelfe againft the holy Spirit, as if hee 
would hauequite oppreſſed and extinguiſhed the power thereof, 
by the death of this holy Propher, by whom it ſpake; God hifſ 
ſed for an armie of Syrians, that gaue him battell, and conque- 
red his ſouldiors, who in outward (hew ſeemed much too ftrong 
for them. His Princesalſo that had ſeduced him, were deftroy- 
ed, and himſelfe vexed with grieuous diſeaſes; till at length his 
owne ſeruants conſpired againſt himfor the death of Zacharias, 
and ſlew him on his bed: yea and his memorie wasſo odious, 
that they could not affoord hima burying place among the Se- 
pulchres of their Kin

eAmazas the ſonne of this wicked father, carried himſclfe 2 Chron. 25: | 


alſoat the firſt vprightly towards God in his ſeruice ; but it 1a- 
ſted not long : for a while after, he was corrupted and turned a- 
ſide from that good way whichhehad begun, to tread in the by- 
paths of his father Toas: fot after he had conquered the Idumz- 
ans, and ſlainetwentie thouſand men of warre, and ſpoyled di- 
uers of their Cities, in ſtead of rendring due thankes to God, 
who (withoutthe aid of the [ſraclitcs) had giuen him that viRo- 
ric, hee ſet vp thegodsof the Edomites, which he had robbed 
them of, to be his gods, and worſhipped aud burned incenſeto 
them z ſo void of ſince and reaſon was hee. And being rebuked 
by the Prophet, of his aduerſe dealing, he wasſo farre from hun- 
bling and repenting himſelfe thereof, that quite contrarie , hee 
proudly withſtood and rejefted the Prophets threatening, 
menacing him with death if he ceaſed not. Thus by this means 
hauing aggrauatcd his ſinne , a growing more and _ 
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obſtinate, God madehim an inſtrument to haſten his owne ds: 


ſtruction ; for being proud, and puffed vp wich the overthrow | 


which he gaue the Edomites, he defied the King of Ifrac], and 


- prouoked him to bartell alſo: but full euill to his caſe , for hee. 


loſt the day, and was carried priſoner to Ieruſalem,where before 
his face (for morereproch) foure hundred cubits of the wall was 
broken downe, the Temple aiid palace ranſackt of his Trea- 
ſures, and his childrercarricd for hoſtages to Samaria. And not 


long after, treaſon was deuiſed againſt him in\ Ieruſalem, ſo that * 
he ficd toLachiſh, and being purſued chither alſo, was there ta« 


ken and put todeach, 

Likewiſe King eas for making molten Images for Baa- 
lim, and walking in the Idolatrous wayes of the Kings of Iſrael, 
and burning his ſonnes with fire, after the abhomination of rhe 
heathen, in che vally of Ben-Hinnon, was forſaken ofthe Lord, 


and delivered intothe handsof the King of Syria , who carried 


him priſoner to Damaſcus : andnot onely ſo , but was alſo ſub« 
ducd by Pekah King of Iſrael, in that great battel], wherein his 
owneſonne, with foureſcore thouſand men at armes, were ſlain ; 
yea and two hundred thouſand of all ſorts, men, women, and 
children,were taken priſoners : for alltheſe chaſtiſements did he 


not once reforme his life, but rather grew worſe and worſe. To 


make vpthe number of his {innes , he would needs ſacrifice to 
the gods of Damaſcus alſo, thinking to finde ſuccour at their 
hands : ſo that he vtterly defaced the true ſeruice of God at I& 


rufalem, broke in pieces the holy Vetlels, lockt vp the Temp

people to worſhip, anderettcd Altars in euery corner of the Gp 
tie to do ſacrifice on, But asherebelled on enery (ide againſt his 
God, ſo God raiſed vp encmies on euery (ide to diſturbs 


him ; the Edomites and Philiſtims aſſaulced him on one ſide; - 
beat his people, tooke and ranſackt his Cities: on the othet | 
fide, the Aſlyrians whom he had hired with a great ſumine hr | 


his helpe, turned to his vndoing- and viter ouerthrow

Genriles ; yea, and cauſed his ſonnes to paſle through theyal- 19olarry, 
ley of Ben-Hinnon, and wasan obſeruer oftimes and ſeaſons, 
and gaue himſelfe ouer to Witchcraft, Charming and $orce- 
ries , and vſcd the helpe of familiar ſpirits and Soothſayers: 
and that which is more, placed a carued Image in the houſe of 
God, flat againit the ſecond commaundement of the Law :So 

that hee did nor onely goe aſtray and erre himſelfe, in'giving 
ouer his minde to moſt wicked and damnable herefies:, buc 
alſo ſeduced the people by his pernicious example and autho- - 
ritie to doe the like miſchiefe. And' that which is yet more, 
and worſt of all , hee madeno account nor reckoning of 'the 
admonitions of- the Prophers , bur the rather and the more 
hardened his heare , to xunne our into all manner of: craeltic 
and wickednelle, that his ſinnes might haue their full-mea- 
ſure. For .theverie ſtones of the ſtreets of Teruſalem were ftai- 
ned from one cornerto another with the guilcleſſe and inno- 
cent bloud of choſe, that cither for diſfſuading him from,or'not 
yeelding vnto his abhominable and dereſtable idolatrie, were 

\ cruelly murthered : Amongſt 'the number of which flaine in- 
nocents, many ſuppoſe thatthe Propher Eſayas (alchough he z.King.12;

Wherefore the flame of Gods, ire was 
kindled againſt him and: his people ': {6 that hee ftirred: vp: 
the Aſſyrians againſt them z whoſe power and force they be- 
ing not able co reſiſt, were ſubdued, and the king himſelte ta-. 
ken and: put in ferters, and bound in chaynes , carried captiue 
ro Babylon; but becing there in tribulacion , heebumbled his 
foulc,and' prayed vatotheLord his God ; who for all his wic- 
ked, cruell, and abhominable Apoſtaſie was intreated of him, 

and receiued him to mercie 3 OY broughe OS ta 
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86 lIeruſaleminto his vahoped for kingdom. Then was he no niore

eft, to leauea notable memorial vnto all pefterigc , of his great 
and infinite mercie towards poore and miſcrable ſinners, tothe 
end that no man (behis ſinnes neyer ſo hainous) ſhould at any 
cime diſpaire: for,##here ſinne aborndeth, there grace abonndtth 
wwch more. Admit that this reuole of Afanaſſes was far greater 
and more outragious than was Se/owmors, yer his true repentance | 
found the gracetobe raiſed vpfrom that wofult downfall : for, 
God hath mercie on whom he will hae mercie, and compaſſion on 
whom he will haue compaſſim. O the profound riches of the wiſe= 
dome and knowledge of God! How vnſpeakeable are his indge- 
ments? and his wayes paſs finding out, :"—

according to the deſcription of this linne in thoſe paſſages of 
Scripture which were before recited : as it. may manifeſtly ap- 
peare by the former example of King Manaſſer. The Apo 
{tle himſelfe likewiſe doth auerre thetruth hereof, when he ſaith, 


the Truth, there remaineth no more ſacrifice for finnes , but a 
fearefull looking for of indgerent, and violent, fire , which ſhall 
denonre the aduerſarits. If any man defpiſed Moſes Law,he died 
without mercie, under two or three witneſſes : of how much. ſorer 
preniſhment ſuppoſe yee ſhall he be worthie, which treadeth vnder 
foot the Soune of God, and counteth the blond of the new Tefta- 
ment 4s a prophane thing, whereby he was ſantlified, and doth de- 
ſpight the Spirit of grace ?

ſoftome reyorteth againit the Heachen)in which he purfſo much.

confidence, ſeemed erelong to berather a vaſt and weakemulei. 
tude of womenand infants, than an hoſt of Warriours: for by \ 
euill and fooliſhcondutt and gouernment, there roſe ſo great a 
famine amongſt them , that their horſes which were prouided 
for the batte)], ſerued for their bellies, yea and for want of that 
too, many hundteds dicd for hungerand thirſt. Euen when he' 
skirmiſhed, his owne ſide came to the worſt, doing more ſcath 
to themſelues, than to their enemies: and laſtly, (leading them 
ſo vndiſcreetly) chey could not by any meanes eſcape, bur were 
conſtrained after he was ſlaine, to entreat the Perſzans to ſuffer 
them to retyre ; and ſoas many as could, eſcaped and fled away 
ro ſauetheir lives. And thus this braue army was thus miſerably 
diſmembred and diſcomfited, to the euerlaſting ſhame of chat 
wicked Apoſtate.

laſtingly inherent both in body and ſoule: I ſay in the body, 
afcer the reſurreion ofthe dead ; and in ſoule, afterthede- 
parture out of this life till alleternitie: for ic isjuſt andequall, 
that they whic i haue offended and diſhonoured God in their 
bodies in this life, (hould bee puniſhed alſo in their bodies in 
the world to come with cndlefſe torments:of which torments 
when mention is made in the holy Scripture, they are for our

ſome extraordinarie paine z could ſuch a puniſhment bal- 
lance with his ſo manic and great offences? Whereas there- 
fore many ſuch wrerches ſuffer puniſhment in this world,we 
mult chinkechatthis is buta tafte and a ſcantling ef thoſetor- 
mentsand puniſhments which are prepared and made readie 
for them in the world tocome. And therefore it often com- 
methto patle, that they paſſe our of this life moſt quietly 
withour the diſturbance of any crolle or puniſhment;buric 1s 
that chey might bee more ftrangely tormented in another 
world. Some not conlidering this point, nor ſtretchingthe 
view of their vnderſtanding beyondthe aſpect of their carnal 
eyes, haue fallen intothis fooliſh opinion,to thinke that there 
isneicher juſtice norjudgement in heauen, nor refpect of e- 
quitie with che Higheſt: when they ſeethe wicked to flouriſh 
In proſperitie, and the good and innocent to be oucrwhelmed 
with aduerſitic,yea and many holy menalſo haue fallen into 
this tempration, as /ob and David did, who when they con- lob.r2. & 
{ideredthe condition of the wicked andvnjuſt,how they lived Plal-73 
n this world at theirhearts caſe, compalled about with plea- 
ſures anddelights, and waxing old inthe ſame, were carricd 
£0 their ſepulchres in peace, rhey were ſomewhat troubled 
and perplexed within themſclues, vail becing inſtrutedand

with others, being laid opentonullions of injuries, reproches, 
and cruelcies,and are as ir were fheep appointed to cheſlaugh- 
ter ; whercot ſome are matlacred, ſomehanged,ſonie headed, 
ſome drowned, ſome burned,or put coſome other crueldeath; 
yet notwithſtanding cheir cſtarc and condition is far happicr 
than that of the wicked, forſomuch as all their ſufferingsand 
aduerlitics arcbletled and ſanified vnto them of God, who 
curneth chemto their aduancage, according co the ſaying of 
S. Panl, That all things worke for the good ro them that feare 
God- tor whatſocuer tribulation befalleth them, they cannor 
be ſeparated from the law of God, which hee bearcch vnto 
them in his well beloucd ſonne Chrift Telus : beeir chen that 
God viliteth them for their faults (for there is nonethat 18 
cleere of linne) ic is a facherly chaſtiſemenc co bring them to 
amendemens: beicchar he cxerciſerhthemby many affG@ 
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©ns, as hedid /ob, itisto proue their faithand patience, to the 
end chey may be better purified like gold in thefurnace, and 
ſerue for example to others, If it betor the truch of the Goſ- 
pell thatthey uifer, then they are blelſed, becauſe they are 
conformed to the image of the ſonne of God, that-they might 
alſo be. partakers of his glorie, for they that ſufferwith him, 
are allured to reignewith him: hence ir iscthac in the midſt of 
their torments and -oppreſſions, in the midſt of fires and fa- 
gots flaming abouc them, being comforted with the conſola- 
tions of Gods ſpiric, through a ſure hopeof- cheir happiere- 
poſe and incorruptible crown whichis prepared for them in 
the heauens, they rejoyce and are fo cheerefull : contrariwiſe 
the wicked, ſccing themſclues enſnared in the euils which 
their ownelinnes brought ypon them, gnaſh their teerh; frer 
themſclues, murmur againſt God, and blaſpheme him ,like 
wrethes, to their endletle perdition. Thereis therefore-great 
difference berwixt the puniſhments of each of theſe; for tlie 
onetendeth to honour and life, the other to ſhame and'confu- 
ſion :and. euen as it. ts not che:grearnelle of rormentsthat'ma- 
kerhthe martyr, bur the. gaodneiſe.of the cauſe; foithe inflii- 
onof pumiſhment vniuſtly, neither-maketh che panty sMiRed 


guilcie, nor any whit diminiſheth his reputarion: wherea$the 


wicked thatare juſtly tormented for their ſinnes, are ſo mar- 


ked with infamie and diſhonour, that. the faine thereof can. 


neuer be wiped our...,

Ina Townein Cambridge-fhire, there was a crafie Stee- 
ple readie to. fall; ynder-which a poore woman with one 
childe, had builca.licele corcage,and lived therein : ic chan- 
ced that the Steeplefell vponthat lirtle corcage, the woman 
becing in the towne, , andthe childe in the houſe: allmen 
ſuppoſed that the childe had. bcene. cruſhed to pieces ; bur it 
_ pleaſed God, by the proteRioniof his holy Angels, that cer- 
raine picces of the Bel-freefell crotle ouer the little cottage 
and kept of theſtones from hurting thechilde;which crying 
washcard,and they remouing che ſtones and rubbidge found 
thechilde aliue. —_— 0171 
The like happened at Huntington $ where Saint Aaries 
Church, hauing a decayed Steeple, the Pariſhioners ſer Ma- 
ſons to repaire 1c,zwho about Noone comming downe to 
cheir dinner , left Certaine Children: which wereraught by 


_the Miniſter, playing inthe bodic'of che Church, who had” 


no ſooner runne.intoche Chancellcotheir viauals, bur the 
Steeple tumbled. downe intotheChurch,beating downe a 
greac part of the Church:withall, behold the wonderful r0- 
tection of God, if theSteeple had fallen vpon the Lords day, 
many hundreds had beene(laine; andiif at any other time of 
the day the Maſons and the children had all periſhed : but - 
blelſed bee the name of the Lord , for this fafe deliue-

Intheyeare 156 5, {0 great a tempeſt ofraineand waters 
aroſe at [{lebia,thatic bare downe houſes before it;ir fell moſt 
violently vpon the houſe of one Bartheld Bogr, ſo that it 
broke downe the fore-part of his houſe, where lay a childe 
inacradlc ; which the father,with hazard of his life, broughe 
foorth and carried into his adjoyning neighbors houſe : ewo 
other of his children endeauouringalfoto faue , hee tooke 
in his armes to carrie fcorth of the houſe, but the rage of the 
water hindered him : ſo that they reſted vpon a beame,from 
whence the one of his children was violently taken out of 
his armes , and hee and the 'other beeig ſhaken from the 
peſt, were carred intothe Orchard; where finding footing 
ſtood vp to the necke inthe water, with the childe in his 
armes ; and looking abour forhis other childe, hee found it 
ſicting vpon a piece ofcimber, and comming towards him, 
which hee alſo tooke into his armes, and got vp into a high 
pile of wood, where hee reſted all night, none becing able 
roaffoord himany helpe. The next morning,whenthe wa- 
ters were decreaſed, hee came downeto looke for two other 
of his children which hee had left in, an vpper part of the 
houſe, whome hee found Faſt aſleepe ;now he had no ſooner 
taken them from chence, bur that parc of the houſe fel down 
alſo : where wee may (ee a viljble figne of Gods proteion 
by his holy Angels, who not onely preſerued all che family, 
bur alſo keptthar part of the houſe trom falling wherein the 
children lay ſleeping,vntill they were broughtfoorth.
